Mr. Baillie-Grohman tills several 
pages' of the last Fortnightly with an 
eulogiunion British Columbia, to which 
he desjirea to attract ihe attention of 
British''' settlors. Mr. Grohman was long 
enough in the province to realize not 

/ only its possibilities, but also the strong 
probability that sooner or later it 

' : might" be absorbed into the -American 
Union. He notes the progress of 
Americanization which is going on 
•' there", mfentioiiB the fact that bo saw 
more bunting in Victoria on the Fourth 

* of July than on the Queen's birthday, 
and casually remarks that he saw the 
British ironclad on the station coaling 
up at a wharf owned by Americans 
Vritfc'cc&i'Uhen from it mine worked by 
San Francisco operators, and carried 
over a road built with San Francisco 
capital He cannot help fearing that 
when British Columbia becomes pros- 

• perous it may find itself wedged in be- 
tween. Alaska as it topvveighl pressing 

. downwards, and Oregon unci Washing- 
ton expanding upwardly, and may be 
'unable to resist the pressure. Hence 
!i he urges. that the British Government 
should take vigorous steps to till up the 
colony with British subjects who will 
- resist Americanization. 

It may be questioned whether Mr. 
Grohman's therapeutics are as sound as 
his diagnosis. This tide of emigration 
cannot be forced. It goes where it is 
wanted, as air rushes in to till a va- 
cuum, Men who change their homes 
think more of their own future well 
being than the future of iheir native 
country. Great Britain spent million's 
to divert the tide of emigration from 
thu United States to Canada, but most 
of, -the emigrants crossed the border 
after Lhey landed, and settled in this 
country. England may possibly induce 
a portion of her surplus people to settle 
in British Columbia, if she can con- 
vince them them they will do better 
there th.iti elsewhere. But arguments 
to show that tht-y will promote British 
8U]/remacy on the Pacific by settling 
onfVaricouver will fall on deaf ears. 
The. completion of the Canadian Paci 
fiejand the establishment of lines of 
steamers from its terminus to Japan 
and China will of course tend to swell 
tlie population of the province, but its 
slow growth during the past twenty 
years, while Washington and Oregon 
have been rapidly filling up, shows 
it possesses few attractions for immi- 
grants. And there is no question but 
the idea prevailing in British Colum- 
bia if. that its backwardness is due to 
•>. > ithe fact that it is under the British 
flag. It is common talk in Victoria that 
■5? , |a new era of prosperity would be in- 
l* ' augurated if the province could be an- 
f I ' nexed to the United States., 
i 1 Mr. Grohman does this country 
1 the justice to admit that there is no 
danger of our forcibly seizing British 
Columbia. He might perhaps have 
donefuller justice|to his subjectjif hehad 
sr.id that the American people view its 
possession by a foreign power with 
concern. Ever since the acquisition of 
Alaska it has been felt that this small 
strip of coast ought to belong to us. So 
long as. it remains in the hands of a 
ioreign power, a belligerent power, and 
a, power which is constantly seeking ex- 
tensions of territory by force, we can- 
not disguise tho fact that it is a men- 
to our safety. Our friendly re- 
gions with Great Britain would rest 
Wi i more Becure basis if it were- ours. 
V> has frequently been said that our 
rathtrs made a mistake when they 
bVcfetjj down from the position of "5-t- 
■tO or fight." But the mistake may 
liaye been, on the other side. England 
ni'RUgad, if sho went to war, that tho 
defetiEtof British Columbia involved 
t»R ^tolerable strain on her resources.

The. family of a prominent lumber- 
man in town have been scandalized by 
one of its youthful scions eloping with 
the cook, a rather prepossessing wo- 
man. 

HAMILTON, Jan. 25. — Norman, son 
of (r, M. Counsel], banker, had his 
skull fractured in a coasting accident 
yesterday. 

Pout Daliiousie, Jan, 25.- -The 
dwelling owned and occupied by Cap- 
tain Reid was burned Saturday morn- 
ing; loss, thirteen hundred dollars, 
partly insured. 

St. Catharines, Jan, 25. — A fur- 
ther examination ofthe body of Mrs. 
Bates, discovered in a burning farm 
house near Ailenburgh Saturday, shows 
that she died by violence, her skull be- 
ing fractured and there being three 
knife wounds in the body. Her hus- 
band's body will be examined to-mor- 
row. The old Cuupiii had recently re- 
ceived a large sum of money, the pro 
ceeds of a sale of live stock. 

TojtONTO, Jan. 2C — Win. Kyle, 
wholesale liquor merchant, who will 
stand his trial at the present assizes 
for forgery, will have now charges of 
conspiracy to defraud the banks pre- 
ferred against him. 

W. Watson, general store, Tilson- 
burg, has assigned to Clarkson of this 
city. Liabilities thirteen thousand dol- 
lars. 

Baltimore, Md., Jan. 25. — llev. 
A. D, Sylvester, who left Halifax, N. 
S., suddenly last week, leaving a num- 
ber of unpaid bills, had received and 
accepted a call to the assistant rector- 
ship of St. Luku's church in this city. 
He had begun work here when his 
credentials were withdrawn by the 
Bishop of Halifax. Bishop Paret pro- 
hibited him from further work in his 
diocese and he will take the next 
steamer for England. Mr. Sylvester ad 
mits having a number of unpaid bills 
in Halifax, but says his salary was 
was small and his expenses heavy on 
account of sickness. 

Kingston, Jan. 24 —During the past 
three months about twenty incendiary 
fires have occurred in this city, some of 
them causing heavy Imshbs. In sotllH in- 
stances circumstances pointed towards the 
occupants, and in oonsequence they suf- 
fered in business. Tho evidence of incen- 
diarism in onch case was very strong. The 
citizeiiB called a meeting and discussed 
the situation, and a number of special po- 
licemen were put on. On Friday night 
about 12 o'clock Skinner's wholesale drug 
store was discovered in flames, and before 
the fire was subdued the stock, valued at 
£35,000, wits almost totally destroyed. 
Wlule the fire was in progress John Mer- 
sey w«b proceeding homeward, when he 
saw smoke issuing from a back window 
in Thomas Robertson's crockery store, 
and instantly he called tho police and ran 
back to the building Just as they arriv- 
ed a man was crawling out through a 
broken pane of glass. Re was captured 
and found to be Harry Eleraey, a brother 
of the other. He has been suspected by 
the police, and when arresled said, 
"You've caught me in the act this time." 
Ho is a son of one of Kingston's most es- 
teemed citizens, and for years past has 
caused his pr.renta great anxiety. Among 
the incendiary fires wero one In his fath- 
er's shop and another in that of his broth- 
er-in-law, for whom he worked, and who 
lost heavily. This fact has made tho feel- 
ing againBt him very bitter. Shortly be- 
foro Robertson's lire was discovered a fire 
was found in tho back kitchen of Dr. 
Spark's residence and put out. The foot- 
prints in tho snow correspond with Hor- 
scy's boots. Later it was found that at- 
tempts had been made to enter and fire 
thu groceries of Alderman Redden and 
James Crawford. All these places are 
within 100 yards of each other, and in the 
central portion of the city, so that if the 
flames had got headway in each case the 
fire brigade Vould have been baffled and 
a disastrous conflagration would have 
occurred. The police think Hersey had 
accomplices, an it would ba impossible for 
him to fire so many places in such a shoit 
space of time. 

Winnipeg, Jan. 21, — Three Main street 
wooden buildings were burned at an early 
hour this morning; loss about §1,000; in- 
surance about two-thirds of that amount.

TWO WOMEN BOYCOTTED. 



InsulttMl a< n Church Door by 
the Congregation. 

New Vork, Jan. 25. — The Herald's 
Dublin cable of the 24th says: Tho 
boycotting of the Misses Curtin for 
bearing witness against the moonlight- 
era who murdered their father, assumes 
greater proportions. Telegrams receiv- 
ed here for tho Irish morning papers 
accounts of a serious riot this morning 
at the church in the parish of Firies. 
The Curtin girls camo to mass without 
any serious demonstration. During the 
service the priest, O'Connor, read an 
ordinance from the bishop which for- 
bade him to celebrate the church cere- 
monies if the displays continued to be 
made against the Curtin family. 

Nevertheless, when the congrega- 
tion had been dismissed and the young 
ladies catne out, the entire congrega- 
tion surrounded them, hooting and 
yelling. Head Inspector McDermot 
was in the churchyard with a force of 
forty police. He asked the people to 
disperse, upon which they became men- 
acing toward the girls. He then order- 
ed his force to charge, and they suc- 
ceeded in dispersing the assemblage, 
after which the force escorted the 
young women to their homes. While 
they were gone a number of women en- 
tered the church and broke up the 
Curtin family pew.

V IENNA, Jan. 18. — A short time a^o 
a great sensation was created by the 
robbery of the shop of the court jewel- 
ler, on the Craben. The, burglars ex- 
torted admiration from the detectives 
by the clean manner in which they ac- 
complished their task. Massive safes 
wero forced open or cut into as if they 
had been children's toy banks', showing 
that no amateurs were at work. Time 
went by and the authoritiea were baill- 
ed, The burglars left aol a trace be- 
hind. A few days ago a woman named 
Lampi was found murdered in her resi- 
dence in Buda-Pesth, but as all the 
jewe'lery and money belonging to the 
woman had been carried si way, the 
murder was regarded as an incident of 
the burglary. Now it appears that 
there 4b a connecting link between the 
murder and the robbery, It has been 
discovered that Lampi had been tho 
mistress of a desperado named Schoen- 
berg, at present in jail, and the friend 
of a gang of thieves who left Pesth 
shortly before the safe robbery. After 
the G-raben affair Lampi wrote to the 
police giving a minute description of a 
number of men, stated by her to be the 
jewel robbers. Tho police paid no more 
attention to this letter than to the doz- 
ens of similar communications they al- 
ways receive after any startling crime; 
but now they have reason to believe 
that the woman was refused a share in 
the robbery and in consequence de- 
nounced the gang, and that she was 
murdered for having written the letter. 
The detectives feel confident that they 
will succed in bringing the Graben 
robbers to justice.

Tho number of articles intended to sup- 
ply tho plucd of pure buttor is very groat, 
and to e\-arlo the United States law re- 
garding adulterations patents Bra applied 
for them under auch names as oleo- 
margarine oil, neutral lard, glycerine but- 
tor, butterine, otc. Tho assistant dairy 
commissioner of New York has lately 
analyzed some sixty different articles, sub- 
mitted under some of the ubovo fancy 
names, and found them to contain, 
amoriest other ingredients, sugar of lead, 
bisulphuto of lime, saltpetre, borax, bora- 
oic ncid, salcylic acid, bonBoio acid, orris 
root, cottonseed oil, vegetable oil, bitnric 
acid, bicarbonate of soda, nitrate of po- 
tass, glycerine, capsylid acid, cuparic 
acid, iilunin, capsic acid, sulphitB of soda, 
cow's udder, commercial sulphuric acid, 
pepsin, baI soda, tallow, Urd, Bea> salt, 
farinaceous flour, butyric ether, oaustio 
potash, carbonic ncid, sulphuric acid,cas 
tor oil, chalk, slippery elm bark, caul, oil 
of sesame, oil of sunflower seeds, olive 
oil, curoumitio, turnip seed oil, bromo- 
^chloralum, chlorate of potash, nitre, oil of' 
awoot almonds, oil of peanuts, peroxide 
of manganese, stomach of pig, of sheep, 
of calf, nitrate of soda, batuio oil, gastric 
juice, mustard seed oil, nitric aoid, dry 
blood, albumen,' sugar, butyr;u 
acid, bicarbonate - of potash, chlo- 
ride of , sodium, caUBtio soda, 
corn atarch, coloring matter. This very 
choerful combination reminds one of the 
man who uakeel a grocer for a few pounds 
of oleomargarine, which the latter, hir- 
ing denied having, suggested that ha take 
genuine butter, to which he received the 
answer:- "1 know it's batter, and that 
oleomargarine is composed of tallew fat, 
axle grease, and contains the organism of 
a no* - kind of tapeworm, but everybody's 
asking for it and I must be in the fash- 
ion;" and a8 he moved away the grocer, 
surveying the tubs of composition labelled 
"Best Salt Butter," murmured: •*'Ahl 
if he only knew I had nothing but oleo- 
margarine in the store I" As competition 
in trade becomes keenor, so do the num- 
ber of adulterations increase, until at 
iast, as Dr. Haaaell, tho English analyst, 
remarked, it became almost impossible to 
trace the source of the foreign elements 
in an article. Some particular material 
■ »ubmittud to him he found to contain a 
quantity of mustard; this again was 
adulterated with flour whose bulk had 
been increased by plaster of Paris, and 
so on, almost ad infinitum The only 
foasible method of checking praoticea ao 
detrimental to publie health is tho rigor- 
ous enforcement of the law which im- 
poses heavy fines on adulterated goods, 
and tho activity and integrity of public 
commissioners appointed for the purpose 
of their detection. A peculiar feature 
about the sale of these fearful substitutes 
for pure butter is that tlioy are disposed 
of at tho same prica ari the genuine arti- 
cle, for which, indeed, they are ofton 
foisted upon an unsuspecting public. 

BOTANICAL GARDENS. 



The adoption of the motion of Mr. Mc- 
Tavish that it was desirable to grow in a 
suitable plot of land the various trees, 
ahrubB and useful plants of tho province, 
to form ■ 'ir'-' s of a botanical garden, 
may be taken as indicative of the sugges- 
tion taking practical shape before long. 
Ttie expense that would bo incurred by 
the carrying out of tho proposition con-

The hand of the vundal is rarely 
extendecl towards the choice growths of 
trees, shrubs or plants, or to the statuary 
so often disposed at various points of the 
walks, And the general public, to their 
credit bo it said, aro as ready to call atten- 
tion to such outrages as the gardeners or 
keepers omployed. Such gardens form 
places not only of healthful resort, but 
offer to the mind a source of information 
at once useful and interesting. We 
shall be pleased to see the initiatory steps 
taken for collection of specimens for a 
future botanical gardeu, wherever the latter 
may be located. 

ENGLISH AH MY PROMOTION. 

A most important reform is about to 
take placo in tho system of promotion in 
tho English army. The long-continued 
method of advancing oflioera* in order of 
seniority, entirely apart from the question 
of superior ability, has been found to be 
productive, in many cases, of most se- 
rious results. The proposed change, while 
* — fe^jgjj in a manner, xako tlie form of se- 
lection will not do so excluBiveij', a moie- 
ty of tho appointments to vacancies being 
reserved for seniority. It is apokuh of as 

Crobablo that this selection will 
e made by a promotion board 
oompoaed of some of the sensor 
officers holding appointments at home. 
As yet tho principle will be only applied 
to the choice of colonels for appointment 
as major-generals, and not . to what is 
really the most influential position on the 
well being of the service — that of regi- 
mental command. In support of the 
emphasis attached to the importance of 
this latter position may be mentioned the 
fact that Lord Wolaeloy stated in one of 
his despatches that some of tho regi- 
mental commanding officers in the Sou- 
dan wore bo incompetent in the hold that 
he had to keep their battalions in the 
baok ground. This would seem to show 
that tho sooner the proposed new system 
of promotion is brought to boar on this 
position the better for tho credit of tho 
service and the safety of our soldiers in 
the field.

ENGLAND, 

London, Feb. 2. — At a representative 
meeting of the associated chambers of 
agriculturo, held in London to-day, 
speeches were made strongly favori.ig 
protective duties on corn, sugar and for- 
oign manufactures. The meeting was ad- 
journed pending the announcement of the 
result of the labor of the royal commis- 
sion on trade depression. 

Mr. Chamberlain recoivea tho ofBce of 
first lord of the admiralty; Mr. Oollinga 
will be aivon an important post; Mr. 
Qlorley has accepted tho chief secretary- 
ship of Ireland; Earl Roseberry a foreign 
portfolio; Mr. Chas. Ilussel the attorney- 
generalship, and Mr. Cohen the solicitor- 
generalship. 

Tho court circular unnouncos Mr. Glad- 
stone, in audience with tho Queen Mon- 
day, was appointed prime minister. Mr. 
Gladstone was unable to accept the 
Queen's invitation to stay at Windsor un- 
til Wednesday. 

It is rumored that John North will be 
chancellor of Ireland, Mr, Macdermott 
attorney -general of Ireland and Mr. Hemp- 
hill solicitor-general of Ireland. 

The Daily News says Mr. Parnell will 
firmly demand that the local government 
question bo settled by parliament before 
the land question, or that both subjects 
be discusaod together, and that he will 
strongly oppose doaling with the land 
question first. 

Lord Oliestor, liberal whip, will be pro- 
moted in office, and Mr. Arnold Morely 
will succeed him as whip. 

Mr. -Gladstone will bo returned to par- 
liament for Midlothian without opposi- 
tion, in tho re election necessitated by his 
acceptance of office. 

Capt. Clark, of tho American ship Frank 
N. Thayer, has arrived at Plymouth on a 
capo steamer by which bo was picked up at 
sen. He relates that the Thayur was bound 
for England with n mixed crow, including 
two Manilla seamen. These two men stolo 
on deck one ni^bt, and in-naed with knives, 
lashed him to poles and attacked two offi- 
cers, killing them instantly. Three sailors, 
tho only ones on deck, were quickly dis- 
patched. Cupt. Chirk bearing the shrieks 
of the crow, rushed on deck in 
his shirt sleeves. The Mnnillnns slashed 
him terribly and he barely escaped witli 
his life. After a desperate struggle ho 
broke away from his assailants, and, 
rushing to his cabin, locked himself in. 
The Manillnns battened down the hatches 
and kept the captain and crew below deck 
one day and night. Tho captain finally 
fired through tho skylight at one of the 
mutineers and wounded him in the thigh. 
The man ruBhed to the sido of the vessei 
and leaped overboard. The ott»f»r muti- 
neer then wont below, fired the cargo, and 
returning to deck jumped into the sea. 
Terrified to madnoss the crew forced their 
way on deck and lowered a boat and 
rowed away. The ship was consumed, 
and the crew wandered at sea for a week 
before being picked up. 

IRELAND. 
Dublin, Feb. 2.— At a meeting of the 
national league to day Mr. Sexton, who 
presided, predicted that at tho next elec- 
tion the nationalists would combine with 
the liberals and return i.hiety-eight mem- 
bers to parliament. Ireland, he Raid, wns 
satisfied with the result of tem- 
porary power of the conservatives who had 
abolished coercion and introduced a land 
purchasing measure, establishing the prin- 
ciple that the state should provide money 
for the extinction of landlords. He ad- 
vised Mr. Gladstone to avoid violence and 
disordor in Ireland. H««urged Irishmen 
to remain pencoful while there was a 
chance of Mr. Gladstone making efforts 
in behalf of Irish nationalism, 



Hia debts, which amount to $4,000,000, 
can easily be paid by tho sale of property 
and securities. Tho Munich bank offers 
the king a loan to moot urgent demands. 
An examination reveals a careless admin- 
istration of his affairs, and the futuro care 
of his finances will be entrusted to new 
hands.

BlSRLIN, Feb. 3 —It is rumored that an 
influential deputation of Catholics from 
Prussian Poland will visit the pope for tho 
purpose of consulting with him in regard 
to tho proposed Germanism of Poland. 

TURKEY. 
Constantinople, Fob. 2. — Representa- 
tives of Turkey and thu Bulgarians have 
signod an agreement relative to the Bul- 
garian union, and havo so notitiod the 
powers to that ctioct. " 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Fob. 2. — Baron A.rl»nd Hauss- 
man has boon arrested, char»od with hav- 
ing attempted to murder Count Mon- 
tausen at the Hotel de Louvre, in this 
oity. Tho struggle between the two men 
was very eavayo, the prisoner having 
broken a clock on Count Montauson'a 
head, besides shooting him twice and 
stabbing him onco. Both noblemen aro 
very rich, and thoir quarrel originated in 
a rivalry between them for a woman. The 
wounded man may possibly recover. The 
prisonor is a nephew of Baron Georgo 
Haussman, tho famous administrator of 
public works, Paris, The quarrel was 
due in part to a dispute abjut financial 
matters. Haussman is thought, to be in- 
sane. 

The American colony hero has gone into 
mourning over the death of Mrs. Bayard. 
Minister SIcLane has cancelled the arrange- 
ments fur the reception he had announced 
lor next Friday . 

Tho cabinet has decided to relievo Gon. 
Sohmitz, commander of the Ninth army 
corps, of his command, for "indirectly cen- 
suring Gon. Bonlnuger, minister of war, 
for removinR Gen. richniiU's corps from 
Tours to Pontiny." 

BAVARIA. 
Bbblin, Fab. 2. — Tho King of Bavaria 
has ordered his steward and the Bavarian 
finance minister to examine his tinancos. 



GERM ANY. 
Berlin, Fob. 2. — Tho Polish policy of 
Prince Bismarck, as announced in the 
landtag, has produced general excitement 
throughout Germany and Austria. The 
immense Lubrinski estate, containing 
about 200,000 acres, and one of tho larg- 
est estates in Prussia, is offered fur sale 
next April, as a result of the expulsion of 
Poles. The inhabitants of the estate 
have for years boon mainly Poles, and 
the edict of expulsion by forcibly remov- 
ing the tenantry and depriving the estate 
of its revenue has thrown it upon the 
market. Prince Bismarck has announced 
his policy of purchasing for the crown all 
roal estato owned by Polish nobles and 
gentry in Prussia, for ro-salo to German 
colonists. It is opportune for the pro- 
prietors of tho Lubrinski lands, for at 
any ordinary sale the property must have 
gone at bankrupt prices. Bismarck does 
not intend to take advantago of the ex- 
pulsion to buy land in Poaen cheap, but 
moans to pay fairly for it, and his landtag 
declarations have in fact served to keep 
up values. 

Addresses of sympathy have been seut 
to Bismurek by Germans In every part of 
the empire, and many have already 
reached him from people in Austria, and 
especially in Bohemia,. The Nott club of 
the Austrian reichatag, headed by tha 
German national deputy, Horr Knotz, 
has also signed a similar memorial of con- 
gratulations. The Austro-Gorman club 
of Vienna, however, have unanimously 
denounced tha German chancellor's treat- 
ment of the Poles. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Feb. 2. — Miss Mary Glad- 
stone, daughter of Hon. Mr. Gladstono, 
was married this morning to tho Rev. 
Harry Drew, of Hawarden. The cere- 
mony wbb performed in St. Margaret's 
church, Westminster. Mr. Gladstone 
gave the bride away. Among tha persons 
of note present were the Princo and 
Princess of Wales and their eons and 
Lord and Lady Rosebery. Tho bride's 
dress was of white rauBlin, with Brussels 
lace. She wore a wreath of orange bloa- 
soma and lilies. A crowd gathered out- 
side the church and cheered the wedding 
party on thair arrival and doparture. The 
weather was ver^ pleasant and the sun 
shone brightly.

OVEllLAND FROM THE EAST. 

Tho Disadvantages ol Railway 
Travel u.t this Season. 

Mr. R.E. Gibson, who arrived Mon- 
day from Pembroke, Ontario, occupied 
fourteen days on the trip, owing to the 
various dolays by snowdrifts and wash- 
outs. The first obstruction whb met bo- 
tweon Carlton junction and Toronto 
(Ontario and Quebec branch C. P. R), 
but the cars were only delayed a few 
hours by tho snowfall. On tho 21st ult , 
when between Chicago and St.' Paul, the 
train ran up to a heavy bank of snow, 
which had already been met by two 
froight trains and the express. Tho thirty 
hours occupied in clearing the track woro 
passed in a decidedly comfortless manner. 
The fires in tho cars wore allowed to go 
out, and tho stock of provisions follow- 
ing suit, there Was nothing to eat unless 
one chose to walk two miles through three 
foot of snow to the nearest place for re- 
freshment. The situation of the passengers 
was more forcibly impressed iipon them by 
the state of the atmosphere — 38 degrees 
below zero. But the snow-ploughs hav- 
ing cleared the lino, the train proceeded, 
making a good run. Tho travellers 
reached Wallula junction, where there 
was an extensive washout further up tho 
line. Here the N. P. II. company took 
away their cars and tho passengers were 
crowded to tho number of 57 in one first- 
class coach, Mr. Gibson speaks strongly 
of tho indifference and incivility of the 
0. R. & N. officials, who declined all in- 
formation during the CO hours' delay, at 
the persona! expense of each passenger, 
meals being charged at from 7i)e to Ijil 25 
After nine hours' more delay at Tho 
Dallos, through snow, the steamer Olym- 
pian forced her way through the river ice 
from Portland to Warreudalo, at which 
place the delayed passengers and mails 
embarked, mooting with no further im- 
pediment on their journey. 

Chinese Gamblers, 

In the police court yestorday morning 
appeared u number of Chinese, charged 
with playing an unlawful game, tan tan, 
and all pleaded guilty. Tho ensos were 
adjourned for one week to enable tho po- 
lice to 'nquire into the character of the 
houso. The residents of Chinatown have 
been following their own sweet will in 
gambling matters, and almost every other 
sigu on Cormorant street states that gam- 
bling is carried on within. To this may be 
credited the great destitution among the 
Chinese to-day, and it is a fact that nearly 
all of the gambling places are in tho inter- 
ests of tho Chinese merchants and contrac- 
tors who brought the coolies horo. Not con- 
tent with milking large amounts out of their 
labor on tho railways, they place th,-ir dens 
in operation and secure the balance of tho 
meagre earnings of the poor coolie. How- 
ever, it ia not too late to mond, ana it is 
trusted that all such places will bo sup- 
pressed. 

Temperance. 

Miss N. E. White, who will lecture on 
temperance ill this city on Thursday even- 
ing, is highly spoken of in the cities aha 
has visited. Among other favorabla no- 
tices, we cull tho following from the Ulym- 
pia Standard: 

" The address of Miss Narcissu E. White 
last Monday evening was a masterly pre- 
sentation of tile evil results of intemper- 
ance and the means best adapted for their 
eradication. The fair speaker made a most 
eloquent appeal to the members of the 
legislature, Lho most of whom were pres- 
ent, to pass a local option law, and theie 
is scarcely a doubt but that tho unani- 
mous vote, in favor of this latt, by the 
houso of rep isenUtives last.

The stroke of twelve last night ushered 
in the Chinese New Year. Its advent is 
invariably greetod by this peculiar peoplo 
with greater rejoicings and more general 
commotions than that of any othor festi- 
vals celebrated during the year. 

TO TIIK CHINESE MIND, 
Now Year's Day is to bo regarded by both 
young and old as the most important of 
all the days in tho year, and from person- 
al observations, wo have found that to be 
the case in tho land thoy have so proudly 
termed tho Flowery Kingdom, as well as 
in other countries in which thoy have be- 
come temporary settlors. The Chinese as 
a people are peculiar. To the majority of 
us, their manners and customs are gen- 
erally enveloped in a veil of mystery, as it 
were, that invariably attracts attention 
and excites our curiosity. Often times 
wo would fain try and find out that 
which is behind the veil, but all our efforts 
in that direction havo left us in as great a 
state of quandary as evor, and we hud to 
console ourselves with saying, as Bret 
II arte says, 

1 THK CHINESE ARE PECULIAR.' " 
In our istue of this morning, therefore, 
as we relate their many curious practices 
and customs attendant upon their Now 
Year, wo hope to be able to throw such 
light upon them as will be both interest- 
ing and instructive to our indulgent read- 
ers. It will bo remembered that last year 
the festive day fell upon our Valentines 
day. Roughly calculating, then, there ia 
a difference of eleven days: that is to say, 
the Chinese New Year has commenced 
eleven days earlier than it did last yeur, 
according to our method of computation. 
The solution of this apparent discrepancy 
is found in the fact that the Chi- 
nese reckon their time according to tho 
motion of the moon— the time that lumin- 
ary body takes to complote one revolution 
around the earth being the standard to the 
Chinese for one month, while our method 
of marking time is dependent upon tho 
sun. According to cusir mode of compu- 
tation, therefore, 

X CHINESE MONTH 

Must and does havo either 29 or !!0 days, of 
which six of the former and as many of the 
latter would make 3C4, while in making a 
complete revolution around the sun, the 
earth takes in round numbers 3G5 days, 
presenting a difference of 1 1 days, which 
they make up by adding a mouth twice in 
every five years, so that in some Chinese 
years there aro as many as thirteen months. 
The year first commenced is of that de- 
scription. 

From tho fact that they reckon their timo 
by the moon, tho Chinese have no special 
word for month as we have, but simply say 

SO MANY MOONS, 

tho character for mouth and moon being 
identical. The advantage in the Chinese 
mode of computing time lies in the fact 
that sailors in general aro able to 
tell with a degree of accuracy the day of 
the mouth from tho different phases of 
the moon— the full moon indicating tho 
15th of the month, and its absence 
the first of the month. It may be intor- 
otting to our readers to know that 
Chinese have no distinctive names in 
common use for their months.

So that 
a person knowing that month in Chinese 
is ijuet, and that thoir numerals road, 
yut, yee, sahm, s.ie, ng, luk, tsut, paht, 
gow, shup, shup yut and shop yoe, that 
person can express .-.iiy month in tho year 
by coupling any of tho abovu numerals 
with tho word, signifying month. 

CHINATOWN, 

with the gay and festive appearance it has 
assumed to day, is well worth a visit. 
Everything that greets the eye is pecu- 
liarly Oriental. Over the roofs of many 
houses may be seen Hugs of an immense 
size waving in tho air, indicating the day 
to be one of general rejoicing by (he peo- 
ple. It is a fact known to many that the 
color of the Chinese flag ia yoljow, that 
it is triangular in shape, and that it is 
called a dragon flag, from the fact 
that the form of a dragon is printed 
on it, but how that design originated 
is known to but a few. 'lho dragon is 
one of tho four fabulous animals believed 
by them to havo existed from timo imme- 
morial. They give it the credit of being 
a most terrible, powerful and imposing 
animal; hence they thought its imago en- 
graved upon I heir national banners and 
tligs would be most effectual in inspiring 
the peoplo with a valiant spirit, and in 
frightening off all foreign usurpers. 

THE PBINCIPAL STOUE3 

and business houses within tho precinct 
of Chinatown all look nice and clean, they 
having been thoroughly Renovated tho 
evening preceding Now Year. Every 
store of any importance at all has been 
washed from top to bottom, and some 
while-washed or papered afresh, as the 
case may be. New signs, containing 
folioitous phrases or mottoes, in the form of 
prayers or wishes, are pasted over the 
lintels and on the sides of the doors. To 
tho Biblical student this is suggestivo of 
a siuulir practico among lho Hebrews in 
ancient times, as recorded in the 9th 
verse of the 6th chapter of Deuteronomy. 
On the walls of the more prominent 
stores and private dwelling houses are 
hung long paper rolls, containing pictures 
supposed to be likenuases of tho throe 
gods boliovod to be the givors of wealth 
and happiness and longevity. 

as IV TO HE IN KEEPING 
with tho goneral washing, cleansing and 
renovating of the houses and stores as 
described above, tho Chinese give thom- 
selvea such a thorough bath that perhaps 
it is doubtful if the Turkish method could 
surpass it, and they shave their hoads so 
scrupulously clean that perhaps even our 
best tonsorial artiat3 could not make them 
cleaner. Tho Chinese seem to think that 
it is most unlucky to go unwashed im- 
mediately before tho advent uf New Year, 
and it ia our humble opinion that if they 
had been oftener of that frame of mind 
it would bo the most lucky thing for the 
hygienic condition of Chinatown. 

ON AN OBLONU TAULE, 

standing in tho moat prominent portion 
of a Ohineao houso and ornamentod with 
the finest embroidery ever imported from 
China, may be seen a delicate diah con- 
taining a plant commonly known as tho 
Chinese lily. 'J here is a legend among 



generation to generation, that formerly 
thore lived a man who had two wives, 
each of whom presented him with a moat 
handsome almond-eyed little darling. 
In courso of time they grow up, 
and went to law over the unfair 
division of their patrimony. The 
judge who tried tho case was heavily 
bribed Uy tho son of the first wife, and 
accordingly, out of a rich estoto, awarded 
tho other sou a miserable little traot of 
land that was scarcely good enough to grow 
common grass upon, but the lt*geud goes on 
to recite, tho poor man contented himself 
with abiding by the will of Heaven, and 
ono night fairies were sent, and thoy 
caused a stream of clear loafer to flow 
through his little tract of land, and jlotcers 
of u particular kind immediately sprang up, 
which the owner sold and beenme rich by. 

IN REMEMBRANCE or THIS 

miraculous event, the Chinese havo made it 
a practico of having a fine display of these 
Shui Seen Tab, or Wator Fairy flowers, 
which, as we well know, Europeans havo 
designated Chinese liiies. Plates contain- 
ing a particular kind of orauges, rather 
small but sweet, are also among the articlos 
sot forth on Now Year's day. Tho reason 
they chooso this kind of oranges is because 
tho name they aro known by (i. e. gut) 
sounds exactly liko tho word for luck, and 
they Buperstitiously suppose if they oat a 
fair quantity of tbo former they will 
all through the year enjoy a largo measure 
of the latter. By way of parenthesis, we 
might add that although, a great many 
Chinese have not the least faith in this 
supers!! i >n, nevertheless thoy would not 
hesitate for a moment to indulge most 
freely in the eat i nu of thoso oranges. 

On New Year's Day Chinese gentlemen 
may be B sen making calls with as much 
zeal and energy as the people of any other 
nationality In fact it might be a subject 
of speculation whether the 

CUSTOM OP MAKING CALLS 
on New Year's Day did not originate in 
China instead of in Denmark, or any other 
European country. They havo cards for 
the occasion also, winch are always rod, 
and aro generally eight inches long and 
half as wide. Tho name of the caller is 
printed in the upper right hand corner of 
the card, and tho size of the characters 
representing it varies in proportion to the 
woalth or otlicial standing of the person 
presenting it. 

Tho Chinese aro not behind Europeans 
in tho partaking of big dinners on New- 
Year's and other holidays. No one that 
has observed tho amount of rice and pork 
and chickens and so forth, that an ordi- 
nary Chinaman could do justice to upon 
almoBt every day of tho year, can say that 
he tries very hard to be "genteel," so far 
as it concerns hia appetite. 

BUT AS TO DRINKING, 
wo must say to the credit of tho Chinese 
that they aro tho most temperate people 
the nun Iuib over shed its rays upon, 
With duo respect to the noble officer 
working so energetically and manfully in 
the cause of temperance, and to the 
many excellent self -denying ladios of the 
W. C. T. U., we say that there is no 
need of temperance societies in China, 
and that long before such praiseworthy 
societies had been known to exist the 
Chinese had regulated thoir habit of 
drinking according to the precepts re- 
corded in ono of the Chinese classics — 
written not by Confucius, but by one of 
the ancient sages, said to have flourished 
long before Solomon. The follow- 
ing is a translation of a short 
extract from that classic: "The Duko 
of Chan said, 'King Wan admonish- 
ed and instructed the young and those in 
office managing public affairs, that thoy 
should not habitually r''- ; ".k spirits. In 
all the states ho enjoined that their use 
be confined to times of sacrifices, and even 
then with such limitation that virtue 
should prevent drunkenness'' " The classic 
from which the extract is taken is among 
thoso daily s'-'died by lho Chinese ill 
i their schools and colleges. There art) many 
Jallnar y other 
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PR AC ticks AND CUSTOMS 
that usually take place during the Now 
Year season, such as tiring off craokorc, 
making presents, and so forth, but as we 
believe this particular phase of tho subject 
has been pretty extensively dealt with in 
our issito of tho 14th of February last 
year, we will forbear saying anything 
further concerning it. Therefore, we 
will now closo, and wish our Humorous 
readers, and the Chinese merchants of 
this city, "King hue fat taoi, sz sa yu e, 
tuksumyingshau,"or "Happy New Year, 
and may you have all your wishes grati- 
fied."

London, Jan. 31, — The Queen's sum- 
mons reached Gladstone Friday, late at 
night. In the meantime hourly consulta- 
tions had been held for three days with 
and among his former colleagues. No 
account of what is proceeding can be 
anything but conjectural, but certain 
things are taken for granted. It is not 
believed that Lord Hartington will join 
Gladstone's ministry. 

The breach long postponed between 
the whigs and radicals appears to have 
arrived. Chamberlain, a month sinco, 
had resolved never to acquiesce in home 
rule, at«l never again to serve under 
Gladstone, but having converted tho lib- 
eral leader to his agrarian policy, and got 
rid of the whigs, the radical loader is 
content to resume his place under tho old 
umbrella. Goschen'a abstention is cer- 
tain. Sir Henry James' abstention is 
probable. Lord Spencer, Trevelyan and 
Lord Derby aro doubtful. The only 
strong members of tho old cabinet who 
are certain to join in the next cabinet are 
Lord Granville, Chamberlain, Sir William 
Haroourt, Lord Rosebery and Sir Chas. 
Dilke, if his trial next week results fa- 
vorably. 

A UID POR THE MODERATES. 

Efforts will be made to enlist the sup- 
port of the moderates, by avoiding a def- 
inite proposal for homo rule. Gladstone, 
like Disraeli, will educate his party, and 
explain to Pari) el I that the process of 
conversion requires time. Only a few 
weeks have elapsed since tho whole coun- 
try pronounced against home rule, It is 
hoped that Parnoll, if he bo allowed to 
govern Ireland as he likes meanwhile 
through the national league; will wait. 
Parnell's daily organ at Dublin%hao al- 
ready intimated that some ofi'ort is necos- 
Bary, and that with a view to conciliate 
English opinion the league will abstain 
for the present from the more cruel forms 
of boycotting, and nrove that they can 
and will do whati ver is necesBary to pre- 
serve absolute order. This journal for- 
gets that such avowal is regarded in Eng- 
land as an admission of tesponsibility for 
the existing system of intimidation. Its 
claim that the right of the league to rule 
Ireland is constitutional is a novel viow 
of constitutional law. 

Tho truth is that the Irish party have 
won a groat triumph, and made great ad- 
vance toward separation, which is their 
avowed aim, but a long road remains to 
bo traveled. Gladstone's cabinet is yet 
to bo formed. Its Irish policy is yet )o 
bo adopted. A majority of the houso of 
commons hiiB yot to bo socured. The 
house of lords and the country are yet to 
bo reckoned with. Tho land quoation 
still prosses for solution. No man has 
yet proposed a workable scheme. Polit- 
ical negotiations between Gladstone and 
Parnoll are conducted indirectly. Tho 
Irish bslieve that an agreement ie within 
sight. One thing is cortain, that no lib- 
eral ministry can command a majority of 
the present house unless it does Parnell's 
bidding. 

FROM JUSTIN m'i'ARTHY. 

New York, Jan. 31.— In a cable letter to 
the Herald, Justin McCarthy says: "Glad- 
stone is in grout spirits. He is full of hope 
and confidence in his power to settlo tho 
Irish question. Chamberlain is generally 
talked of as Irish secretary.

It is prob- 
able that Gladstone will adopt tho sugges- 
tion of a short time back to havo a council 
of threo liberal ministers, when the admin- 
istration is formed, of- three conservatives, 
and three of the Pariiell party, to frame 
some scheme for homo rule among them. 
If so, tho lords will hardly venture to 
throw out this bill. Otherwise it will bo 
likely to do so tho first timo, At least it is 
out of tho question for Parnoll to take a 
seat in the Gladstone cabinet. Irish na- 
tional members regard the situation as 
wholly satisfactory, and are convinced that 
no matter who come or who stay, home 
rulo is curtain." 

prom o'kelly. 

O'Kelly, member of parliament, cables 
the Herald: "For years Chamberlain has 
manomvorcd and schemed and sought with 
untiring assiduity to secure for himself 
Gladstone's succession. Now the prize is 
almost within his grasp, aud he will let no 
effort retaaiu unturned to securo it. Glad- 
stone sees how the wind is veering around, 
and begins to trim his sails. The Parneli- 
ites will make vigorous efforts to prevent 
disorder in Ireland, in order to give Mr. 
Gladstone a fair chance. Tho policy of tbo 
new government i« not yot defined. Their 
position is very difficult. Gladstone is 
making efforts to induce Lord Hartington 
to accept a place in his oabinot, to prevent 
a split in tho liberal ranks. Advanced rad- 
icals hope he wou't succeed, as the pres- 
ence of the whig leader would hamper thor- 
ough going reform, both on tho land ques- 
tion nud homo rule." 

l'ARNELL WILL NOT TAKE OFFICE, 

New York, Jan. 30. — The Post's London 
special says: A Scotch member of tho 
house of commons having boldly asked 
Paruell: "Should you under any circum- 
stances accept an offer of tho chief 
secretaryship of Ireland?" ho replied: 
"Certainly not. To administer any law 
honestly one must bo in sympathy with it, 
and it must be u just and right law. Now 
I am not in sympathy with the English rule 
of Ireland, but believe it to be both unjust 
in itself and promoted by alien feelings. 
Believing this, under no possible circum- 
stances would I have part or loi in admin- 
istering it." 

Tho stale of Irolaud is growing so des- 
perate that unless some steps ore taken in- 
stantly for relief of the tenants it will be 
extremely difficult even for Parnoll himself 
to keep them in hand. Therefore, the 
Irish party will bo content in this parlia- 
ment with a relief measure for tho land in 
question, and something to stop eviction?. 
Any local government would necessarily 
greatly strengthen Paruell. Gladstone is 
perfectly satisfied with the course of things. 
So far ho considers that he has taken no 
false step, and he has full confidence ia his 
ability to form a cabinet and conduct the 
government. -

lie Induces the Canadian Pa- 
cific to Almiidon the Pro- 
mised Steamer S.ine to 
San Francisco. 

Washington, Jan. 31— Ex-Gov. Per- 
kins arrived here last night. Due of the 
orruuds that brought him was to ascertain 
what the secretary of the treaau-y intend- 
ed to do with the vessel that Collector 
Beocher seized some timo ago, on board 
of which was found a quantity of opium 
that was being smucgled into tho country. 
Tho vessel belongs to Goodall, Perkins 
& Co. 

The main object of ox Gov. Perkins' 
visit east was to make arrangements with 
the Canadian Pacific railroad company not 
to put on a line of steamers from Victoria 
to San Francisco, ns was proposed.* Ex- 
Gcv, Perkins succeeded in accomplishing 
this by making an arrangement to carry 
freight and passengers on his line at rates 
that are satisfactory to tho Canadian Pa- 
cific company. 

While in Cannrla ox Gov. Perkins was 
informed by Sir George Stephen, Mr.Don- 
al d Smith and Sir John fviaedoin.ld that 
tho British government intended to give 
a large subsidy to a line of stuamera to bo 
established between Vancouver, western 
terminus of the Canadian Pacific, and 
China and Japan . Iiy supporting such a 
lino tho British government would be en- 
abled, in time of danger, to transport 
troops to China by tho Canadian Pacific 
and tho proponed line of steamers. Sir 
Georgo Stephen told cx Gov. Perkinadtat 
the new lino would make a great effort to 
control tea shipments and deflect trade 
with China from San Francisco to Victo- 
ria or Vancouver. This line of steamers 
will probably be established next year. 
Flour is one of the principal articles of 
export from San Francisco to China and 
Japan, and it is undoubtedly in tho scheme 
to socu'-o a share of tins trade and all 
others for Victoria,
